Introduction 



In September, 19Shs the Merritt Canpis of Oakland City College (then Junior 
College) enrolled its first class in the combined liberal arts and business prograim. 
Prora that date to, but not including the fall semester of I960, 13,838 students new 
to tlie college have registered in the twelve regular semester registration periods. 



What has happened to these students? We know how mapy received AA degrees; we 
have some reports indicating how many have gone on to four-year colleges and 
universities; we know how mary were disqualified. But, of the great majority, we 
know very little. 



In an attempt to learn more about the progress of students through Oakland City 
College, it was decided to make an intensive and continuing stuty of one class. The 
group which entered in the fall of I960 was selected for this stuty. The group, 
composed of students without aiy previous college, numbered l,2;76t 81;9 men and 
627 women. 

The project was designated the Merritt Campus Study, soon abbreviated to the 
M3S. A filing system and procedures were set up which would make it possible to 
follow this group until the last of the 1,U76 had left the Merritt Cau?ms. 

This means that the progress of this study will be reported to tl» faculty in a 
niniber of reports, of which this is the first. It is hoped that ths information that 
comes to light will help us find answers to basic questions about such vital issues 
as cujrriculum, instruction, counseling, planning for a new canpis and student 
activities, and, at the same time, will assist us in interpreting the college to the 
community and in making it of greater value to those it serves. 

This Report, Nuniber I, deals primarily with the characteristics of the students 
;dth whom we are concerned. It contains three parts, and the content of each is 
e3q>lained in an introductozy note to each part.

It was deemed advisable to gather some ixifonnatlon about the students with whom 
this study is concerned which was not available ftom registration data* Accordingly# 
a questionnaire was administered in the Psychology ^0 classes following the close of 
the first midterm period* ^57 men and 3B2 women consisted this questionnaire* This 
number is 66^ of the number of men reported on in Part I# 63^ of the number of women# 
and 61|^ of the total number which it is believed is an adequate san^ling* 

The questionnaire was designed to gather information in two main areas t 

!• Socio-oconomic background of the students^ 

2* Extent# if axy# to which students dropped classes since they 
registeredV Reasons for these drops* 

Data as to father’s or guardian’s occupation was tabulated ft*om the replies to 
the questions “If you are under 21 years of age, what is the occupation of your 
father or guardian?" The replies were classified into any one of the following 
categories t 

1* Upper white collar (professionals, managers, proprietors and 
officiaL*?) 

2* Lower white collar (sales# clerical and kindred workers) 

3* Upper blue collar (craftsmen, foremen, and operatives) 
ii* Laver blue collar (service workers and laborers) 

These were the categories used by Burton Clark in his studj^ of San Jose City 
College and reported in his book “The Open Door College" (page ^3). There is# of 
course, a large element of subjective evaluation in both the reporting and tabulation 
of this infoz^tion which must be taken into consideration in using this data* 

The results of the questionnaire are reported in Part II on the following pages* 
It should be pointed out that, since all students were not asked to complete all 
parts of it# there is a vazdation in the totals reported in the various tables and 
graphs*

An effort was made to stratify a random sampling using the above categories 
and percentages* latters were sent out to each of 175 students asking them to 
use enclosed stamped post cards to give their reason) in their own words ) for 
not re-enrolling. A structured questionnaire was not used. The students were

SUMUftRY OP THB STUDY OF TH3 UD3 STUDENTS WHQ UVERE ADIOTTED ON PROBATION FOR THE FA] 
SENBSTER, I960, BECAUSE OF SCAT SCORES BELCOT THE 10th FERCENTIIE AND WHO SUCCEEDED 
IN CLEARINO THEIR PROBATIONARY STATUS AT THE END OF THE FALL TERM. 

The graphs on page of Report Number I, Iferrltt Canpis Stucly^ indicated thai 
2k students who had been admitted on probation in September I960 had earned a grade 
point average for the fall semester sufficiently high to remove their probationary 
status for the following spring temu Of these 2h, li were foreign students « 

11 were graduates of one of the Oakland high schools^ $ were graduates of other 
Bay Area high schools, and k Yfom high schools in states other than California. 

17 were under 21 years of age, 11 were men, 21 were single, 2 reported working 
outside of college. 

In an effort to determine what factors, if any, might be involve when 
students succeed in removing first semester probationary status, the individual 
records of the 2h individuals concerned were studied. In the case of the foreign 
students, it is highly probable that difficulty with English was the reason for 
the lew SCAT scores. Among the remaining students it was found that they weres 

1. With the exception of Psychology ^ and Physical Education (when 
required), enrolled in programs made up of remedial courses and skill 
subjects. 

2. Enrolled in very limited programs. Only 1 student was taking 12 units 
and 11 were carrying less than 8.5 units. 
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The records of these students during tbs spring semester^ 196lj nould tend 
to indicftte hhat the factor that contributed to the largest extent to their success 
was their enrollment in skill and remedial subjects^ which were^ in some way s j a 
repetition of former instruction* During the spring semester^ when more difficult 
academic or more advanced s kill subjects were included to their programs^ 13 of 
the 2h went on probation* Only 6 of these 13 were “faiiriTig 12 or more units* The 
semester grade point average for these 13 students was .96, ranging from *9 to 1.5. 

Three of the 2ii students withdrew during the spring semester, leaving 8 who 
continued with clear records. Of this number, 3 were enrolled as full-time 
students* Those who received better than a 2*0 grade point average did so because 
of the grades earned in skill subjects— art, shorthand*

These figures indicate that 6158 of the students constituting the ICS group 
were no longer in attendance at the start of the group's second academic Tear* 

These figures also indicate that only a small number of students return who 
withdrew voluntarity during the previous academic year* There were 500 withdrawals 
during the academic year 1960-*6ij of this number 75 returned or l5^e 
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During the academic year 1960-61^ 272 students had been disqualified for 
failure to maintain scholastic staxxlards* ^y substracting this number from the 
total ICS group of 1204 students could have been considered as eligible to 

return for the fall term 1961. 581 did enroll or 48^. 

Of the 58l students enrolled^ 165 or 28^ were on probation. Included in the 
165 were 9 of the 13 (69^) students who had been admitted on probation^ who cleared 
their probationary status at the end of the fall I960 semester but who were placed 
on probation for the fall term 1961-62 because of their academic records for the 
spring tern 1961. In this connection^ it is interesting to point out that of the 
8 students^ admitted on probation for the fall term 1960, who had gone off and 
remained off probation^ 6 (75JS) enrolled for the fall term 1961-^. (See Part 
Report Number II^ ICS^ July 26^ 1961.)

In order to ascertain hovr manor of the ICS students transferred to other 
institutions at the end of thejr first academic year at Iferritt^ a record nas kept 
of these students who applied for transcripts and of the colleges to which the 
records were sent# In September 1961 letters were sent to these colleges asking 
them to indicate in reply if the students^ whose names were listed in the letters^ 
had enrolled for the fall 1961 term* Replies were received from all four year 
colleges contacted and from all other institutions except two junior colleges in 
Southern Calif orrla* A tabulation of the replies shews the followings

At the time of registration 977 of the lis76 students in the ICS group 
indicated that their objective was a transfer program. The 20 students transferring 
at the end of the first academic year to four year colleges is 2 % of this 977 
students* Large numbers of transfers at the end of the first year were not 
anticipated in view of the current admission requirements of California State 
Colleges and the University of California#

These statistics indicate that, of the lU76 students comprising 
the MGS group, 33^ completed the third regular semester for the group. 

35^ of the men completed the semester and 32^ of the women. 

Conversely, the statistics indicate that 67% of the original 
MCS group were no longer in attendance at the close of the fall senester 
1961 - 62 . Of the men, 65^ were no longer enrolled 5 of the women, 68^* 



Probationary Status 1 Of the lj .96 students who completed the termt 

59 students (U2 men, 17 women) v/ere disqualified for 
failure to maintain the required gpa. This is 36% of 
the 165 students who were enrolled on probation for 
the term and 125^ of those completing the term. At tte 
close of the spring term I 96 I, 22^ of those completing 
the semester were disqualified. 

81 students (50 men, 31 women) were placed on 
scholastic probation for the spring term because of 
grade point averages below 1.6 for the fall term. 

This is 16 ^ of the number completing the term. At 
the close of the spring term 1961, 20^ of those ^ 
completing tlie semester were placed on scholastic 
probation for the following regular term. 

7 male students, who were disqualified at the close of 
the fall tera, were permitted to continue on probation 
during the spring term in view of each student having 
met the scholastic requirements prescribed for the 
first midterm period 1:^ the Petitions Committee.

Report Number I of the Merritt Canpus Stuc^jr contained the statement that the 
lfU76 students ccnprising the groiq) were students iiithout acQr previous college. 

A check of the records of the entire group^ made daring the summer 1962^ revealed 
that^ through incorrect classification at the time of registration^ 13 students 
(9 men^ U women) were included who had completed a sufficient number of college 
units prior to September 1960^ to preclude their being classified as beginning 
students* This is so amAll an error that the percentages of withdrawals^ failures, 
etc* previously reported are not significantly affected* In this report, however, 
and in subsequent ones, the group will be considered as composed of 1,U63 students 
(8U0 men, 623 women), and percentages will be figured on this number* The names of 
the 13 students concerned have been deleted from the ICS roster* 

Of the 13, U were enrolled for the spring term 1962 which explains the 
difference between the spring enrollment figure of U96 given in Part IV of Report 
NuBber IV and that of U92 given in Part II of this report* The remaining 9 had 
either withdraw, cancelled registration, or been disqualified in a semester prior 
to spring, 1962* In this connection, a correction in Report Number IV needs to be

These statistics indicate that of the ljl;63 students comprising the ICS groiq>^ 
29^ finished the fourth regular semester for the group* 32$S of the men ccsipleted 
the semester and 2^ of the iramen* 

Conversely^ the figures indicate that 71^ of the original group mere not 
eni'olled 1y the closo of the spring semester, 1962* Of the men, TQfS mere no longer 
enrolled; of the monien, 73S^« 

Of the k33 completing the spring term, 291 (173 men, 118 women) had been in 
continuous attendance since the fall term I960, with the possible exception of the 
summer session 1961* This represents 2C^ of the ICS group (21^ men, 19^ memea) and 
67^ of those oci^^ting the term (6$% men, 70^ women)* 

In connection with the number completing the spring term, it is of interest 
to note that the men persist to a slightly better extent than the women* The 
original ICS group was composed of men, women, whereas the group remaining 
at the close of the spring term was made up of 6l^ men and 39% women* 
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About 80^ of the students who withdrew from college dxixlng the spring 1962 
semester gave as a reason for tlds action the need to find enplognnent or some 
problem in connection with wox^c^ such as change in shift. Only one of the $9 
withdrawing indicated low grades as the reason. This is in contrast with the fall 
semester 1961 when 16^ of those withdrawing indicated academic problems as the 
cause. 

ftfobationaiy Status

10th percentile 9 they were eligible under college policy^ unless there were unusual 
circumstances 4 for roadmission following the lapse of one semester* There may be 
some significance in the fact that so large a number of students did not seek 
readmission when they first had the opportunity to do so* Registration data for 
the fall 1962 and subsequent semesters may throw additional light on this question* 

Of the ICS groupj a total of )o5 students (26 men^ 19 women) were placed on 
academ?.c probation for the fall term 1962 because of unsatisfactoxy scholarship 
records for the spring term* This is 105^ of those completing the term (9^ of the

Junior colleges are ccnononly regarded as tiro year Institutions irith courses 
of stu ^9 both transfer and terminal^ which can be cocipleted in four seTOSters of 
work* Among these courses of study are those leading to the Associate in Arts 
degree^ which numbers among its requirements the conq)letion of 60 \mits with a 2*0 
grade point average* The end of the spring semester^ 1962^ marked the close of 
tbs fourth semester for the ICS group^ and, therefore, it seems appropriate that a 
report covering this semester include some data on those ICS students who were 
awarded the A* A* degree in June 1962* 

Of the 1,U63 students comprising the original group, 21, 12 men and 9 women, 
received the A* A* degree* This represents about l*ii^ of each sex and of the total* 
Of the men completing the spring term, earned the degree; of the women, 

Of the 21, 3 of the men and U of the women attended the 1961 sunmer session, 
indicating that about two-thirds of the degree recipients qualified in four regular 
semesters* It is of interest to note that one of the graduates was admitted on 
probation in the fall of I960 because of a SCAT score below the 10th percentile*

These figures would appear to indicate that a very s m a l l percentage of students 
complete the A* A* degree requirements in two academic years or are interested in 
obtaining this degree* Furthermore, 29 students (13 men, 12 women) completed 60 
units of work ly the close of the spring semester, 1962, but did not receiviti the 
A* A* degree* Thus, there is a total of U6 students (29 men, 21 women) who 
completed 60 units of work in four regular semesters* This figure represents 16^ 

Qf "those who were in attendance for the four consecutive semesters from the fall, 
I960, through the spring, 1962. This data in itself would tend to support the 



conclusion that the average student on the Merritt CaiD^ does not complete a 
program within two academic years • Further support of this conclusion is found in 
a review of the records of the MCS group who were in consecutive attendajice for 
the four semesters* This review revealed that U6 units was the average number 
completed in that length of time* As previously indicated, these statistics would 
appear to be of special interest in view of the fact that junior colleges are 
regarded as two year institutions* Additional information in this area should come 
to light when MCS enrollment figures for the coming semesters are reported* 

To return specifically to those who were awarded the A* A* degree, these 
21 students could be regarded as the "persistors*** What kind of students were they? 
Using the areas of student characteristics employed in Report Number X, MIS, the 
following data throws some light on this question* By referring to Report Number I, 
comparable data for the entire MCS group can be ascertained. In the data in which 
there appears to be some significant differences between the records of men and 
women, separate figures are given.

No information is available at tliLs time which could be used to 
determine how mai^^ of those withdrawing did so because they felt their schooling in 
Oakland City College was conpleted# Perhaps many of those who did not return at 
the close of a semester fall into this category* It t^ould appear, however, that 
there is a sufficiently high number of drop-outs to warrant an intensive study in 
this area* If the drop-out rate is as high as these figures would appear to 
indicate, there are, as pointed out previously in this series of reports, 
implications for the entire program of the college* Oakland City College is, of

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As indicated in Part III, Report Number IV, M3S, April 30, 1962, 28 ICS 
students had transferred to four year colleges prior to the fall term, 1962* Of 
these 28, one was subsequently eliminated from the study for reasons explained in 
Part I, Report Number V, September h, 1962 » Two were attending OCC for the fall 
term, having returned following attendance at the institutions to v/hich they had 
previously transferred. One had returned for tlie spring senes+^r 1962 and had 
transferred to a different college for the fall term. This makes, then, the total 
of 79 transfers previously cited in this report. 

This number is of the total ICS group and 8^ of those indicating a 
transfer program as their objective at the time of their original registration in 
September I960. This relative small nmnber of transfers would tend to support the 
conclusion that Merritt Campus students do not, on the whole, complete transfer 
programs nrithin a two year or a four semester period. Additional infonnation in 
this area should come to light when the number of transfers at the close of the 
1962 fall term is ascertained.

As indicated on Part III, Report Number VI, ICS, February 1, 1963, 
of the total ICS group and of those who indicated a transfer program as their 
objective had actually transferred to a four-year institution within a two year 
or four semester period* The increase by the end of the fifth semester to T% and 
11% respectively is further evidence of the fact that, in order to get a relatively 
accurate count of the number of transfers, it is necessary to continue follow-ups 
for a period well in excess of the traditional four semesters* Additional 
information in this area should come to light when the numiber of ICS students 
transferring for the fall term 1963 is ascertained* It is planned to report these 
figures in a subsequent ICS report to be issued late in the fall term 1963-61i*

ICS STUDENTS ANARDED ASSOCIATE Bf ARTS OECHIEB^ ACADEIflC TEAR 1962-1963 

As pointed out in Part III, MSS Report No« V, September U, 1962, 21 ICS 
students (12 men, 9 women) were awarded the XJl. degree upon the completion of four 
regular semesters in June 1962* Further, it was indicated in this report that so 
small a number of graduates seemed to indicate that few students complete the degree 
requirements in two academic years and that, in order to get a more conplete and 

accurate picture, it would be necessaiy to cover on this phase of OCCis program in 
subsequent reports* 

During the academic year 1962-63, ICS students had an opportunity to 
complete degree requirements at three different times- the end of suioter session, 
the end of the fall term in January 1963, and in June 1963. The total number 
conpleting these requirements on these three occasions was 76— lj2 men and 3t women. 
We thus have by June 1963, or by the end of the sixth semester for the ICS students, 
a total of 97- men and h3 iromen- earning the AJl. degree. This total represents 
approxiiQabejy 7^ oi the MIS group of I 463 and approximately of both sexes. 

In the previous report, cited above, it was also pointed out that, of the 
21 degree recipients, 7 had attended the I 96 I summer session. It is evident, 
therefore, from these statistics that lii students or 12|^ of the total wtuBbar of the 
ICS group receiving A.A. degrees by June 1963, had met the requirements in the 
traditional four semesters. Taking four semesters plus one or two summer sessions 
to meet these requirements was a total of 21 (22JJ)j taking five full semesters 
(bat less than six) was a total of 36 (31%) and taking six semesters (and, in some 
cases summer sessions) was a total of 26 (279^). It would appear that these data 
substantiate the conclusion previously drawn that Merritt students dosirous of 
earning the A«A. degree, take well in excess of the traditional four semesters to 
cooplete satisfactOTily the degree requirements.

63 ICS students who majored in liberal arts, $9% chose the general curriculum 
program as a major— a choice which, perhaps, demonstrates the appeal of the college's 
general education program as well as its utility and value to students in 
fulfilling the loner-division requirements of transfer programs*

ENROLUCTT STATISTICS FOR THE FALL TERM 1963-6il- 

When Report No. VII of the MCS was issued on June 21, 1963> it 
was anticipated that the report, covering as it did the sixth semester for 
the MCS students, would he the final report in which enrollment statistics 
would he included. It seemed to he logical to expect that, after a 
possible three years of attep'^ance in Oakland City College, those students, 
seriously interested in completing Junior college program would have done 
so, and that, while there would he some MCS enrollments in the future, 
continuing ad infinitum, such enrollments would he few in number. 

Because of the fact that MCS enrollments for the fall tern 
19^-55 were in excess of what was anticipated and because over four-fifths 
of thi.s enrollment was made up of students who returned following 
interruptions in their education in Oakla n d City College, it appears to he 
of interest and perhaps of significence to include in this report the 
following enrollment figures for the fall teim 1963-64*

As for the 25 students who returned for the seventh consecutive 
semester, a review of their records appears to reveal the reasons why most 
of them were still enrolled. Of the group, 10 had completed less than 
60 units of work; of the 15 who had completed 60 or more units, 5 did not 
have a 2,0 average. Of the 10 remaining students, 9 were taking limited 
programs varying from 3 to 10 units. Only one of the ten was enrolled in 
full l 4 units program.

TBANSFERS TO OTHER INSTITUTIONS, FALL TEPM 1963-64 

As pointed out in Part II, Report Number VII, Merritt Campus 
Study, June 21, 1963, it was found that, in order to ascertain a relative 
accurate count of the number of students transferring to four-year colleges, 
it would be necessary to continue follow-ups for a period of time well in 
excess of the traditional four semesters* Accordingly, for this reason, 
the procedures explained in Part II, Report Number III, Merritt Campus 
Study, December 27, 196I, were again employed to ascertain the number of 
students transferring at the end of the sixth semester of possible attendance.
